It is believed in some quarters that 
the lifting of the ban on the vast 
accumulation of Russian produce 
awaiting export may have a far 
reaching effect on prices in the 
world’s markets. 

The agent of the Central Russian 
Flax Association declared this morn- 
ing that the latest advices from his 
principals stated that upward of 40,- 
000 tons of flax were ready for ex- 
port in exchange for sorely needed 
manufactured goods. 

Prevailing prices will make this 
accumulation worth upward of 12,- 
000,000 pounds sterling ($60,000,000 
normally) in addition to which there 
are bumper crops of other commodi- 
ties awaiting export, representing 
enormous buying powers. 

Supreme Council's Statement. 

The Supreme Council's com- 
munique follows: 

With a view to remedying the 
unhappy situation of the popula- 
tion of the interior of Russia, 
which is now deprived of all man- 
ufactured products from outside 
Russia, the Supreme Council, aft- 
er having taken note of the re- 
port’ of a committee appointed to 
consider the reopening of certain 
trading relations with the Russian 


people, have decided that it would ~ 


permit the exchange of goods on 
the basis of reciprocity between the 

> Russian people and allied and neu- 
tral countries. 

For this purpose it decided to 
give. facilities to the Russian co- 
operative organizations, which are 
in direct touch with the peasantry 
throughout Russia, so that they 
may arrange for the import into 
Russia of clothing, medicines, 
agricultural machinery and the 
other necessaries of which the 
Russian, people are in sore need, 
in exchange for grain, flax, etc., 
of which Russia has surplus sup- 
plies. 

These arrangements imply no 
change in the policy of the allied 
Governments towards the Soviet 
Government.

Whisky that is reported in accord- 
ance with law may not be sold for 
beverage purposes, but after the re- 
ports have been checked up and veri- 
fied by Government agents it may be 
sold to druggists only, or by Govern- 
ment permit and under Government 
Supervision it may be denatured and 
sold for use in commerce and the 
arts, or for sacramental purposes. 

Any sale of an intoxicant to an in- 
dividual, except to a druggist who 
has a permit to dispense it in filling 
prescriptions, is now illegal. 

The “passing” of liqu6r last night 
was the occasion of no unusual! hilar- 
ity in St. Louls. Many saloons were 
practically deserted as the closing 
hour approached. 

No arrests for liquor law violations 
were made last night and only six 
men were taken to the inebriate ward 
of the City Dispensary. This number 
was said to be below the recent av- 
erage when sales were being made in 
violation of wartime prohibition.
